The Waterways railway is a provincial public) 
work, built and operated at the cost of the pro-| 
vinee, To date the cost in construction, main 
tenance, operating deficits and interest charges 
is approximately ten million dollars. At five per} 
the 


cent. interest that constitutes a burden on 

treasury——which is the provincial taxpayer-—of| 
half a million dollars a year, equal to five per| 
cent. of the provincial revenue. 


There is only one way by which the province 
can be relieved of the burden of the interest | 
charges on the Waterways railway and that is| 
by the railway developing sufficient traffic to! 
earm that half million dollars a year interest over| 
and above operating expenses and cost of main: | 
tenance. Tonnage—sufficient tonnage at ade-! 
quate rates—is the only possible solution of the 
problem in the interests of the Alberta taxpayer, | 


Annual Operating Deficit 

At present the tonnage is not sufficient to pay 
the operating expenses, much less the interest on 
capital investment: The operating deficit for! 
1922 amourited to $68,000, In 1921 the operating 
deficit was $92,000. Each year’s operating deficit 
is an addition to the capital cost, and therefore to 
the interest burden to be carried by the province 
The problem of tonnage is therefore not only im 
portant, it is urgent. 

Agricultural Development Not Yet Sufficient 

The Waterways railway is 296 miles long 
from Edmonton to the present terminus at Wat 
erways on the Clearwater; eight miles from its 
junction with the Athabasca at MeMurray. Lao! 
la Biche is 128 miles from Edmonton. The coun 
try along this part of the line is moderately well 
settled and is being developed into a largely pro-|§ 
ductive agricultural region. It is safe to say that 
the operating deficit does not arise on this sec- 
tion of the road; but it is also certain that the 
progress of agricultural development does not 
warrant the belief that the traffic on this section 
of the road will carry the fixed charges on the 
whole line at any time in the near future. 

Fur Trade of High Value But Light Tonnage 

The 168 miles of line from La Biche to Wat-| 
erways has not yet attracted agricultural settle- 
ment. It produces very little traffic at the pre- 
sent time, and its prospects for largely increased 
local traffic in the near future are not bright. | 
This section of the road was built, not for the 
development of the country along the line, but 
for the development of through traffie by steam- 
ers to the Arctic and throughout the vast basin 
of the Mackenzie, its tributaries and its lakes: 
fhat traffie is being carried by three lines of 
steamers and many gas boats whose numbers are 
increasing each year, 

So far the only output of the Mackenzie) 
region is fur. While value of the fur trade runs 
into millions the tonnage handled either incom- 
ing or outgoing is not, and can never be, 
enough to furnish traffic to the Waterways rail- 
way in volume sufficient to enable it to earn) 
interest on the provincial investment. The hope 
of adequate traffic for the railway rests in min-} 
eral development, The oil strike at Norman in| 
1920 gave promise of ample traffic. But regula- 
tions framed ostensibly to deter speculation had} 
the effect of preventing development, The rail- 
way did not get the tonnage it needed and which! 
under more wisely framed regulations it cer- 
tainly would have had. With the far corners of| 
the world being searched for oil there is no doubt 
that some time the Norman field will be develop. ; 
ed, but from present appearances not soon 
enough to relieve the Alberta taxpayer by pro- 
viding tonnage for the Waterways railway, 


Tar Sand at Waterways 

Fortunately there are other mineral resources 
at and near the present terminal of the railway 
in sufficient volume to furnish ample traffic for} 
the road, But they must be developed under condi- 
tions that will enable them to be marketed at a! 
profit or they cannot furnish the needed tennage. |

in commercial quantities and under workable 
conditions at and near the terminus.

The asphalt or tar sand deposits of the Ath-| 
abasca have no parellel in the world in extent. | 
For one hundred miles both banks of the Atha-| 
basca expose beds of asphalt from 50 to 150 feet 
in thickness, resting on limestone, and carrying 
a comparatively light overburden of earth. These 
beds are from 18 to 80 per cent. bitumen. The 
bitumen contains 70 to 80 per cent. of oil of vary- 
ing grades and qualities. The tar sand in its 
natural state has been proven to be a first class 
road surfacing material. 

Commercial extraction of the bitumen is now 
being undertaken by the MeMurray Asphaltum 
& Oil Co. The plant is located at Waterways.. 
There is no country 
facing material is needed as greatly as in the 
Canadian Prairie West. Road building is one of 
the most important of the responsibilities of the! 
provincial governments, It is to be expected that 
MeMurray asphalt will henceforth play an im-| 
portant part in provincial government road work | 
and that the cities of the prairies will not over-|

A CHANCE FOR PREPAREDNESS 

‘Nowhere have the rains of the last two weeks 
made such a change in the crop outlook and the 
business prospect as in the southern parts of this 
province, where scant rainfall during several 
years had brought thousands of farmers to the 
verge of ruin and raised a question as to the pos- 
sibility of carrying on profitable farming opera- 
tions over a vast tract of country. That that 
section of the province could have withstood an- 
other crop failure this year, without general dis- 
aster overtaking both farmers and townsfolk, is 
doubtful. Naturally where the need was greatest 
the relief is most felt. Discouragement har given 
way to hope throughout that region, even more 
notably than elsewhere, and optimism is now a 
universal sentiment. It is to be hoped that the 
largest expectations of the people in there dis- 
tricts will be realized. They have endured much, 
and deserve a run of better luck. They have 
stayed with the country and spent their time, 
money*and credit in the effort to hang on until 
conditions changed and a cycle of wet years 
should bring them a return of the old-time pros- 
perity. The indications are that the dry period 
has passed, and that so far as moisture determines 
the issue there will be a crop this year and a good 
one. And the inference is both common and rea- 
sonable that there may be looked for a series of 
more favorable seasons. 

This is no time to gay or suggest anything 
that might dampen these long-deferred hopes, or 
to further discredit a section of the province that 
has suffered severely and may be on the eve of 
better things. But it is the time to recall the 
facts in regard to the southern country, with a 
view to making such use of the improved vir. 
cumstances as will prevent a repetition of the ex- 
periences of the last seven or eight years. It is 
quite in order for people in all parts of the prov- 
ince to do 80, for the reason that during this 
period of adversity the provincial government has 
had to provide for the needs of a large number 
of people in the southern districts at the expense 
of the taxpayers generally: A region that is af- 
flicted with successive crop failures cannot in 
the nature of things maintain itself. It becomes 
a charge upon the country generally, in some way 
or other, as an indigent family becomes a charge 
upon the people of a town. The problem of the 
dry belt is not at all a problem of exclusive in- 
terest to the people in that district. As everyon 


jn Alberta has had to contribute to their neces- 
sities, and will have to do so again unless the 
present promise is amply fulfulled, the question 
of what is and can be done to prevent a repeti- 
tion of recent conditions is one which concerns 
Albertans everywhere. One thing is plain enough. 
One good crop would not put the south country 
on its feet again. The most bountiful yield this 
year cannot free the farmers there of the liabili- 
ties into which they have been thrust by the 
failures of the past, an’ re-establish the country 
in a self-sustaining position. It would take two 
or three, perhaps more, fairly and uniformly good 
crops to do that. It is to be hoped that this suc- 
cession of good crops will be reaped. But what 
then ? 

If, as there is reason to suppose, dry and wet 
years come to this country in eyeles, the fat years 
which seem to be now beginning will run their 
course and be followed a few years hence by an- 
other series of bad seasons. When the weather 
pendulum swings back again will it find the dry 
belt in the same position as before, and will the 
province,again have to undertake the financial 
burden of carrying its population through an- 
other succesnion of cropless eyars? If that is to 
be the course of things, the history of the south- 
ern country will be a record of alternating 
periods of prosperity and distress, the net pro- 
ceeds of favorable seasons will be eaten up in 
the bad years, amd the provincial government wili 
be engaged continuously either in extending re- 
lief to drought-stricken farmers or in trying to 
collect money advanced to them in previous 
seasons. 

As for private capital, it can only be supposed 
that once the banks and loan companies have 
got back what they have already let out in the 
dry belt they will be more cautious in future 
about making new loans’ In other words, that 
credit there wil! be harder to get and the terms 
more onerous than in part of the province not 
subject to this aliernating current of prosperity 
and adversity. 

If the southern country is listed for a run of] 
good crops, that will give the opportunity not | 
only to liquidate its present liabilities but to 
earry out precautionary measures which during 
the dry years have been actively agitated, but 
which are likely to be heard less about when ‘the

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rainfall is plentiful. Irrigation, for instance, has 
been a lively topic of discussion in many southern 
districts during the recent years when it was 
needed, and several projects have been organize¢ 
and backed by provincial credit. Will these pro- 
jects be gone on with if this year and next year 
are wet, or will they be dropped until another 
prolonged drought compels attention? Tree 
planting has been urged as a means of checking 
the winds, preventing evaporation and conserv- 
ing the moisture supply in those parts. Will 
anything much be done along that line when 
there is no immediate need to conserve moisture? 
And what about the policy of encouraging some 
farmers in the dry area to move to other districts, 
and thus returning a large portion of that country 
to ranching, for which it is better adapted in dry 
years than for cultivated crops? And what about 
continuing the effort to determine what kind of 
crops and what methods of cultivation can be 
counted on to give the dry belt farmer something 
to live on in years when the rains fail to fall? 

Are these proposals for putting the south 
country in position to fight a drought, and to 
carry on with normal success in seasons of scant 
railfall to be realized, or will they be neglected 
now that things seem to have taken a turn for 
the better? If the latter is the case there will be 
failure to make use of the opporunity presented, 
and to apply the lessons which have been learned 
at so heavy a price. A few good crops should 
put the south country in position to protect it- 
self against the known conditions to which it is 
periodically subject. It is to be hoped that this 
chance to offset the effects of future droughts 
before they arrive will not be missed. Certainly 
the provincial government—which has to carry 
such a load of responsibility—should insist that 
these precautionary measures be carried out in 
the favorable years when they are not needed— 
and when money for the purpose is available. The 
time to fight drought in the dry belt is when 
there isn’t any drought there. 


THE WORLD CHAMPIONS

orgaization to bring a world’s championship to 
Edmonton. It was a splendid victory, and their 
townsfolk rejoice with the victors. May they 
long hold the honors they have won. 


NEEDS DO NOT CORRESPOND 


Canada needs people. Unfortunately it does 
not need the classes of people who most need to 
migrate to this or some other new country. It 
would be easy to fill the vacant lands of the do- 
minion with people from over-crowded Europe 
to whom any change would be a blessing. But 
that kind of people would not stay on the land 
if they were put there. They would flock to the 
cities in search of the life they have been used 
to; and our city population is not at all in need 
of recruits who have to he provided with jobs 
or supported at the expense of the taxpayers 


THE HEAVY SPENDING MONTHS 


It is pointed out that the school boards of the 
city have to meet their bond payments during 
the early months of the year, and that the 
teachers are paid on a ten month basis, instead 
of a twelve month schedule. That may account 
for the fact that during the first quarter the 
boards spent more than one quarter of the whole 
amount demanded by them for the year’s opera- 
tions. With the debenture instalments out of ihe 
way, and two months during which there will be 
no teachers’ cheques issued, the balance may be 
restored by the beginning of the fall term, That 
is to be hoped. 


AN EASTERN TIE-UP 


The miners in the Sydney, Nova Scotia, field 
have decided to quit work. What is an alto- 
gether different matter, they declare they will 
prevent the operation of the mines and the ship- 
ping of coal: If a practicable rate can be secured 
for shipping Alberta coal to Ontario, a tic-up of 
the Nova Scotia mines would do no harm to the 
miners and mine operators of this province. 
Nova Scotia is the one Canadian rival of Alberta 
for the privilege of supplying fuel to central Can- 
ada If Canadian bins are to be filled with Can- 
adian coal the less that Ontario can draw from 
Nova Scotia the better the chance of selling the 
Alberta product in that province. 


GETTING READY TO QUIT? 


Berlin is talking about suspending the ‘‘hos- 
tilities’’ in the Ruhr, to which Paris replies that 
France is not at war with Germany. Paris, of 
course, is right, but if the course of events in the 
occupied zone is not war it is a long way from 
peace, and a suspension of whatever itis would 
be in the interests of all concerned. France has 
consistently claimed that the government at Ber 
lin was behind the ‘‘passive resistance’’ which 
the populace has maintained against the French 
authority. If the German ministers are minded 
to cease promoting trouble that will be agreeable 
to France, whatever term they may choose to 
apply to the conditions now prevailing, and will 
give some hope of steps toward a safe and sane 
settlement of the reparations issue. 


WHAT ABOUT THE DEFECTIVES? 


Hon. Mr. Reid, minister of health, corrects a 
rumor that the provincia! government would 
abandon the project for using the newly-built 
home for defective children, at Oliver, as an 
asylum for the insane. “He confirms the previous 
announcement that this institution created for 
the one purpose will be diverted to the other, and 
that the ehildren will be accommodated at Red 
Deer. That policy involves either an early en- 
largement of the Red Peer institution or the 
establishment of homes in other parts of the prov- 
ince, by the government or by local authorities. 
The duty of taking care of mentally defective 
children is no less urgent than that of taking 
care of older people who have lost their reason 
And it seems certain that the defectives who re 
quire institutional treatment are inereasing 1D 
numbers faster than the other class. To make 
provision for their care is a matter which can be 
either side-stepped or indefinitely postponed. The
